ALLIE SHERMAN — HEAD COACH 7th Year 


COACHING: In his six seasons 
as head coach of the New York 
Giants, Allie Sherman has guided 
the Maramen to three NFL eastern 
division championships (1961-62- 
63) and one second-place finish 
(1965) and boasts an overall win- 
ning percentage of .537 based on 48 
wins, 87 losses and four ties. De- 
spite poor finishes in 1964 and 
1966, Allie’s record remains an out- 
standing achievement. For his win- 
ning efforts as a rookie coach in 
1961, Sherman was named NFL 
Coach of the Year; he won the 
same distinction in 1962, making 
him the only coach in NFL history 
to earn this honor in successive 
seasons. And he was strongly in 
the running again in 1963 when the 
Giants posted an 11-3 record to win 
their third straight eastern crown. 
Allie’s record over those first three 
years was an amazing 33-8-1 for a 
percentage of .843! When New 
York nose-dived to 2-10-2 in 1964, 
the critics said it would be a long 
time before Sherman brought his 
club back. But Allie took a rookie- 
studded squad to a 7-7 second place 
tie with Dallas the following year 
in what many regarded as a more 
superlative coaching performance 
than any he had done in the team’s 
three championship years. Allie 
Sherman’s career with the New 
York Giants spans two periods. He 
was backfield coach under Steve 
Owen from 1949 to 1953, and one of 
his first jobs was the conversion of 
a rookie named Charlie Conerly 
from a single-wing tailback to a T- 
formation quarterback. When 
Owen left in 1953 and Jim Lee 
Howell took over, young Sherman 


moved up to the Canadian League 
as head coach at Winnipeg (1954- 
55-56) and made the title playoffs 
three straight years. He returned 
to the NFL in 1957 as a personnel 
scout for the Giants, and served in 
that capacity until replacing 
Vinnie Lombardi as offense coach 
in 1959, When Howell stepped 
down after the 1960 campaign, the 
Maramen didn’t have to look far 
for his successor, Sherman was 
their man! Allie coached in the 
Senior Bowl five times (1951-52- 
58-59-60) and in 1961, 1962 and 
1963 he headed the eastern eleven 
in the Pro Bow! game. Prior to en- 
tering the pro ranks, he coached at 
St. Joseph’s Prep in Philadelphia 
on a part-time basis in 1946-47, 
and later helped install the T- 
formation at Gettysburg College in 
1953. In 1948, as player-coach, he 
led the Paterson, N.J., Panthers to 
the American Association title. 

Sherman was drafted by the 
Philadelphia Eagles in the war 
year of 1943, and played with 
Greasy Neale’s club for five 
seasons—until 1947, Allie was 
never more than a_ second-string 
quarterback behind Roy Zimmer- 
man, but coach Neale credited the 
little lefthander with having “one 
of the sharpest football minds in 
the business.” Sherman may not 
have played much as an Eagle 
quarterback but neither did he 
waste his years on the bench. He 
absorbed all there was to learn 
about coaching from Neale, threw 
in some of his own philosophy, and 
then began his career with the 
Paterson Panthers, whence he 
moved up to Owen's staff at the 
Polo Grounds. 

Allie attended Boy’s High in New 
York City (1935-38) and then 


played four years of football 
under Lou Oshins at Brooklyn 
College. His biggest thrill came the 
day underdog Brooklyn rallied to 
whip City College, 28-21. Al passed 
for two touchdowns and scored the 
other two. In 1942, Sherman’s 
junior year, Oshins installed the 
then-new T formation and put Al 
at quarterback. The lefthanded kid 
was so adept at running the Brook- 
lyn T that Philadelphia pro scouts 
immediately grabbed him to 
operate the Eagles’ T. 

Sherman was born on February 
10, 1923. He has one sister, Miriam, 
He majored in psychology and eco- 
nomics at Brooklyn College and was 
graduated Cum Laude in 1942. He 
and pretty wife Joan have three 
children, Randy, Lori and Robin. 
“Randy is interested in sports,” 
smiles Al, “but somehow he always 
wants to be the coach instead of a 
player.” Sherman likes tennis as a 
hobby—but not as much as he likes 
looking at football films after the 
rest of the clan has retired for the 
night. “I never get tired of foot- 
ball,” he admits. 


KEN KAVANAUGH 
ASSISTANT COACH — 13th Year 


Kavanaugh joined the Giants’ 
coaching staff in 1955 and has been 
closely associated with the club’s 
success over the ensuing years. As 
offensive end coach, Ken works 
closely with head coach Allie 
Sherman on the passing game and 
is, according to Sherman, “a sound 
and imaginative coach in that 
phase of pro football.” Prior to as- 
suming his duties with New York, 
Ken was an end coach with the 
Bears (1951) and assistant coach 
at Villanova College in 1954, The 
name Kavanaugh is stamped in- 
delibly on the history of the 
Chicago Bears. Ken was one of the 
most famous ends in NFL annals 
as a member of the powerhouse 
Bear teams of the early 1940s. He 
played in 1940-41, left for a hitch 
in the Air Force, and returned to 
make all-pro in 1946-47. Ken is the 
all-time Chicago touchdown leader 
with 50. 

Kavanaugh played end _ for 
Louisiana State University from 
1936-40 and twice earned All- 
American honors. He also starred 
on the LSU baseball team, and 
made good as a minor league 
player prior to signing a pro con- 
tract with the Bears. 


JIM TRIMBLE 
ASSISTANT COACH — 16th Year 


Big Jim Trimble, who joined the 
Giants’ coaching staff for the 1967 
season, boasts a long and dis- 
tinguished career in pro football. 
Jim was head coach of the Phila- 
delphia Eagles (1952-56), the 
Hamilton Tiger Cats (1956-62) and 
the Montreal Alouettes (1963-65) 
and rarely was he ever on the 
losing side of the ledger. His 
National Football League record 
with the Eagles was 27-20-2. In 
Canada, Jim compiled an im- 
pressive mark’ of 77 wins, 61 losses 
and two tries. He guided Hamilton 
to the Grey Cup championship in 
1957, and added eastern cham- 
pionships with the Tiger Cats in 
1958-59-61-62 before moving on to 
Montreal. He was the Canadian 
League’s Coach of the Year in 
1961. Trimble joined the Eagles in 
1951 as line coach under the late 
Bo McMillan and succeeded Bo the 
following year. For three seasons 
(1939-40-41) Big Jim was a stand- 
out tackle at Indiana. In 1942 he 
was the recipient of the L.G. 
Balfour Award as the most val- 
uable player on the squad—by 
vote, incidentally, of his team- 
mates. 


HARLAND SVARE 
ASSISTANT COACH — 7th Year 


Svare first served as a defensive 
player-coach with the Giants in 
1960, then retired as a player and 
was fulltime defensive coach in 
1961. The following year, he left 
New York to join Bob Waterfield’s 
staff with the Los Angeles Rams. 
When Waterfield resigned in 
October of that year, Swede was 
named interim coach. Prior to the 
start of the 1963 campaign, he was 
officially named head coach of the 
Rams, and served in that capacity 
in 1963-64-65. Originally drafted 
No. 17 by the Rams in 1953, Swede 
was traded to the Giants in 1955, 
where he was part of the great de- 
fensive units that took New York 
to eastern titles in 1956-58-59. He 
played right corner linebacker over 
that span and was regarded as one 
of the league’s most aggressive 
‘tacklers. Svare starred at Wash- 
ington State University as a de- 
fensive end for three years but also 
saw service as a fullback. He once 
caught three touchdown passes 
against the U. of Idaho. Still a 
bachelor, handsome 36-year-old 
Svare was born on November 25, 
1930, in Clarfield, Minn. Harland 
likes to play the guitar and is an 
avid golfer who can shoot around 
80 on a hot day. 


JACK PATERA 


ASSISTANT COACH — Sth Year 


Considered one of the bright 
young assistant coaches in the 
game, Jack Patera joined the staff 
of the New York Giants in 1967 
after four years as defensive line 
coach with the Los Angeles Rams. 
He is credited with playing a large 
part in the development of the 
Rams’ great defensive front four. 
During a seven-year career in the 
National Football League, Patera 
was an outstanding corner line- 
backer for three different clubs be- 
fore becoming a coach with the 
Rams. He played with the Balti- 
more Colts (1955-57), the St. Louis 
(nee Chicago) Cardinals (1958-59) 
and the Dallas Cowboys (1960-61), 

As a 230-pound guard at the U. 
of Oregon, Patera was one of the 
top lineman in Pacific Coast foot- 
ball from 1952-54. He earned all- 
conference honors twice and, in 
1955, appeared in the East-West 
Shrine game, the Hula Bowl and 
the College All Star game at 
Chicago. Jack A. Patera was born 
on August 1, 19383, in Bismark, 
N.D., his mother’s home town. He 
is the only football player among 
three Patera boys although 
brothers Ken and Dennis were out- 
standing performers in track. 


EMLEN TUNNELL 
ASSISTANT COACH — Sth Year 


Although 1966 marks Tunnell’s 
third season as a full-time coach, it 
is actually his fifth season as a 
member of the Giants’ staff. In 
1963 and 1964, Em combined his 
scouting chores with _ special 
coaching assignments in training 
camp. Now, as the first regular 
Negro coach in NFL history, the 
one-time all-pro defensive back 
works under defensive coach Har- 
land Svare on a regular basis. 
Naturally, Em’s prime area of con- 
cern is secondary. He was a great 
safetyman with the Giants for 11 
years (1948-58) and then spent 
three additional seasons with 
Green Bay (1959-61) before re- 
tiring. Em was one of the true iron 
men of the sport. With the Giants 
he set a consecutive game record of 
126, which still stands, and ran 
that string to 158 with the Packers. 
Tunnell still holds two NFL 
records—most career interceptions 
(79) and most career punt returns 
(258). Tunnell was a member of 
the Giants’ celebrated “umbrella” 
defense but he also was a fellow 
who piled up lots of yardage for 
New York. In 1952 he gained 924 
yards on interceptions and kick 
returns; the following year he 
totaled 819 yards the same way. 


ALEX WEBSTER 
ASSISTANT COACH — Ist Year 


This is Webster's first year as a 
professional coach, but he brings to 
his new job all the necessary cre- 
dentials for success. Webster 
starred for the Giants as a running 
back for 10 brilliant seasons (1955- 
64), a period of unqualified success 
for the Maramen. Alex still holds 
three club records — most rushing 
attempts (1,213), most rushing 
yardage (4,805) and most touch- 
downs rushing (39). He was the 
No. 12 draft choice of the Wash- 
ington Redskins in 1953 but was 
cut from the squad in training 
camp. He then went up to Canada 
where he starred for two years at 
Montreal under coach Peahead 
Walker, now a Giant scout. He 
joined the Giants in 1955 
and teamed with Frank Gifford to 
form one of the first big back run- 
ning duos in the NFL. 

At North Carolina State, Webster 
played both offensive halfback and 
defensive safety, twice winning a 
berth on the all-Southern Con- 
ference first team. Alexander 
Webster was born in Kearny, N.J., 
on April 19, 1931. He is married to 
the former Louise Eggers and they 
have two children, a boy and a girl. 


ROSEY BROWN 
ASSISTANT COACH — 2nd Year 


When a_ phlebitis condition 
brought his days as a player to an 
end in the summer of 1966, Rosey 
Brown was immediately tabbed by 
coach Allie Sherman as an as- 
sistant offensive line coach. He has 
shown the same dedication and 
aptitude for coaching that marked 
his play as one of the NFL’s great 
tackles over the years. 

Rosey was drafted No. 27 by the 
Giants in 1953 in what is generally 
regarded as one of the great 
“sleeper” picks of all time. As an 
offensive tackle in the years of the 
Giants’ greatest successes, he 
earned all-pro honors six times and 
played in eight Pro Bow] games. In 
1956, the year New York won the 
NFL championship by beating the 
Chicago Bears, Rosey was named 
Lineman of the Year by the As- 
sociated Press. 

Brown was a three-time member 
of the Negro All American eleven 
and co-captained the Morgan State 
team in his junior and senior year. 
He won four major letters in foot- 
ball, two in wrestling (he was con- 
ference heavyweight mat champ) 
and one in baseball. 

Roosevelt Brown, Jr., was born 
on October 20, 1932, in Char- 
lottesville, Va. 


JIM LEE HOWELL 
PLAYER PERSONNEL DIRECTOR 


In a quarter of a century with 
the Football Giants, towering, af- 
fable and efficient Jim Lee Howell 
has filled a variety of 
posts—player, assistant coach, 
head coach and now director of 
player personnel. Jim Lee joined 
the Giants in 1937 after a brilliant 
athletic career at the U. of 
Arkansas, and was among the fine 
crop of rookies who led the 
Maramen to the world title in 1938 
and eastern crowns in 1939 and 
1941. He was a regular two-way 
Giant end for a total of nine years, 
1937-42 and 1946-48, his career 
being interrupted for a wartime 
hitch with the Marines in the 
South Pacific. Upon the completion 
of his playing days, Howell served 
as end coach under Steve Owen 
from 1949-53. He moved into the 
No. 1 job when Owen departed in 
1953. Over a seven-year period 
with Howell as head coach, New 
York won three divisional titles 
(1956-58-59) and one world cham- 
pionship (1956). 

In this job, Howell supervises 
the club’s far-flung and ever-ex- 
panding recruiting system, works 
in close liaison with the scouts and 
correlates the voluminous material 
compiled on college players 


VETERAN PLAYER BIOGRAPHIES 


ROGER ANDERSON 

Defensive Tackle 4th Year 
Virginia Union 25 265 6-5 Arlington, Va. 
PRO: Anderson was the Giants’ No. 7 draft choice for the 1964 season, He 
played with New York, mostly as a reserve, for two years and was then 
claimed by Atlanta from the NFL player expansion pool. When the Falcons 
released him, Roger got a job with Montreal in the Canadian League, where 
he was a standout defensive lineman in 1966, He obtained his release in 1967 
and was signed once again by the Giants. 

SCHOOL: Roger earned four football letters at Virginia Union and was a 
three-time member of the Central Intercollegiate A.A. first ream. He once 
set a school record by making 20 unassisted tackles in a single game, 
PERSONAL: Roger Cole Anderson was born on November 11, 1942, in 
Bedford, Va., and attended high school in Oxford, N.C. He holds a BA degree 
in elementary education and hopes some day to become a physical therapist. 
He is married. 


TREVA (BOOKIE) BOLIN 


Guard 6th Year 
U. of Mississippi 27 240 6-2 Okolona, Miss. 
PRO: Bolin was drafted on the fifth round as a “future” for the 1963 season 
but was signed by the Giants in 1962 when the NCAA ruled him ineligible 
for further collegiate competition. After filling a reserve role as a rookie, 
Bolin moved into a starting guard berth in 1963 and for the past four years 
has been a pillar of strength on the offensive line. Bookie is rated a top pass 
blocker and also specializes in pulling out to lead end runs, 

SCHOOL: Bookie was a regular guard for Ole Miss in his sophomore and 
junior seasons. He earned three varsity letters, two in football, and played in 
the 1961 Sugar Bowl game and in the 1962 Cotton Bowl. Officials at 
MiseiGsiOph regard him as one of the top linemen ever developed at the 
school. 

PERSONAL: Born on June 17, 1940, in Hamilton, Ala., Bolin is married to 
the former Joyce Gentry, and they have one daughter. A top student at Ole 
Miss, Bookie was named to the All-Scholastic eleven as a senior. He hopes to 
pursue a career in coaching when his playing days are over, His hobbies in- 
elude hunting and fishing “down home,’”” 
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STEVE BOWMAN 

Halfback 2nd Year 
U. of Alabama 22 #+%195 6-0 Pascagorila, Miss. 
PRO: Bowman was drafted No. 15 by the Giants for the 1966 season and 
came into the NFL with impressive credentials if not impressive size. He 
was a standout back in training camp but coach Allie Sherman felt he 
needed more experience, so Steve was assigned to the Giants’ farm club, the 
Scranton Miners, where he led the team in rushing. The Giants brought him 
back to the NIL late in the season and he appeared on the special teams in 
the final two games, He will get a good look-see in 1967. 

SCHOOL: Generally acknowledged as “the best running back at Alabama in 
years,” Steve was the second leading rusher in Crimson Tide annals behind 
Bobby Marlow. His three-year rushing total was 1,452 yards on 298 carries 
for a 5.0 average. He was named to the all-Southeastern Conference team in 
1964 and 1965 and last year he led the conference in rushing with 779 yards 
on 153 tries for a 5.2 average. He scored two key TDs in the Orange Bowl 
upset of Nebraska in 1965, and also played in the 1964 Orange Bow] and the 
1963 Sugar Bowl. 

PERSONAL: Steven E. Bowman was born on November 30, 1944, in Pas- 
cagorila, Miss., where he still lives when he isn't playing football. He is one 
of seven boys. He majored in industrial arts at Alabama but has not yet de- 
cided on what he wants to do, Steve is still single. 


HENRY CARR 

Defensive Back 3rd Year 
“ Arizona State 24 195 6-3 Detroit, Mich. 
PRO: Henry Carr is a rarity in the sports world — a world record sprinter, 
an Olympic champion, who made the difficult transition from track to pro- 
fessional football. Carr was the Giants’ No. 4 draft pick for the 1965 season, 
although at the time he was far better known for his track exploits than for 
his football prowess. He was the world and Olympic 200-meter and 220-yard 
champion, a double Gold Medal winner in Tokyo, but his football background 
was sketchy, to say the very least. But as a rookie, Carr made the Giants at 
tight safety and then, in his second year, he moved to free safety and be- 
came a potential NFL star, During 1966, Henry intercepted four passes and 
ran one of them back L()1 yards (against the Rams) to get his name into the 
NFL record book. Carr is a big, rugged defensive back who has proved he 
likes contact and who, with his size and great natural speed, bids fair to be- 
come an outstanding pro. 

SCHOOL: At Arizona State, Carr played only one full season of varsity 
football (1962) but averaged eight yards a carry as a running back when he 
wasn’t operating as a sure-handed flanker. He played on the same Arizona 
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State team as Charley Taylor (Redskins) and Tony Lorick (Colts). Injuries 
held Henry out of action in 1963 and then, in 1964, he gave up football to 
concentrate on track — and the Olympic Games. At Tokyo, he won the 
Olympic 200-meter event in the record time of 20.3 and anchored the vic- 
torious U.S. 1,600-meter relay team to earn two Gold Medals. He also held 
the world 220-yard record of 20.2 and has run the hundred in 9.2, second 
fastest time in history. Henry earned four letters at Arizona State, three in 
track and one in football. 

PERSONAL: Henry Carr was born on November 27, 1942, in Detroit, Mich., 
where he still makes his off-season home. He comes from a large family 
which includes seven brothers and five sisters. Prior to entering Arizona 
State, he attended Burlington (lowa) J.C.: and before that he was a three- 
sport star at Detroit’s Northwestern High School, where he once scored 
seven touchdowns in a game, none of them on runs of less than 30 yards. 
Carr is married to the former Glenda Mixon. During the off-season he is 
working to complete his degree in physical education, 


PETE CASE 

Guard 6th Year 
U. of Georgia 26 245 6-3 Decatur, Ga. 
PRO: The Giants obtained Case in a 1965 pre-season trade with the Phila- 
delphia Eagles, and he immediately stepped into the vacancy created at left 
guard when Darrell Dess (since returned) was traded. Last season, Pete 
played both guard and tackle as injuries hit the Giants all along the of- 
fensive line. Coach Allie Sherman considers him a top man at either spot but 
would prefer to keep him at guard. Pete was the Eagles’ No. 2 draft choice 
for the 1962 season and became an Eagle regular in 1964, 

SCHOOL: Case was an All-Southeastern Conference selection in his soph- 
omore year at Georgia, and was selected to play in both the Blue-Gray and 
Senior Bowl games, where he further distinguished himself. He also starred 
in the 1959 Orange Bowl. 

PERSONAL: Porn Ronald Lee Case on December 27, 1940, in Dayton, O., 
Case decided to call himself Pete for an unusual reason. Seems there were 
nothing but Ronalds in his neighborhood and when he missed a meal because 
of too many calls for Ronald, he changed his name to Pete. Ronald — or 
Pete — has a degree in business administration and owns a stylish res- 
taurant in Atlanta. He is married.

PRO: Childs was signed as a free agent by the Giants in 1961, and spent one 
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season on the taxi squad before leaving for two years’ service with the U.S, 
Army in Germany. On his return, he won a job as an offensive back but saw 
only limited duty that year, specializing mainly on kickoff returns. In fact, 
he led the NFL that year in kickoff returns with 987 yards on 34 returns for 
a 29.0 average. One was a 100-yard TD burst against Minnesota, In 1965, 
Clarence was switched to corner back on defense and in 1966 he won the 
regular job from Dick Lynch. 

SCHOOL: During his varsity career at Florida A&M (which also sent Bob 
Hayes to the NFL later on), Childs won four letters in football as a great 
running back and three in track as a 220 champion. He was named to several 
All American teams in 1959 and was a two-time AIl-SIAC choice. He played 
in the 1960 All-America Bowl game. Clarence has been timed in 9.8 for the 
hundred, 

PERSONAL: Childs was born on January 13, 1938, in Lakeland, Fla., where 
he still makes his home. A bachelor, he is a school teacher in the off-season. 
Clarence was a member of the Military Police during his Army hitch, and

. U. of Dayton 23° (235 «(6-1 Follansbee, W. Va. 
PRO: Drafted as a “future” on the eighteenth round in 1965, Ciccolella 
joined the Giants with the reputation as a tough, hard-nosed ballplayer with 
great defensive instinct. After riding the bench for several weeks he moved 
into the lineup as starting middle linebacker and won considerable praise for 
his aggressive play. “He has a lot to learn,” says Coach Allie Sherman, “but 
he has the makings of a fine linebacker in this league.” 

SCHOOL: As a middle linebacker, Ciccolella averaged almost 15 tackles per 
game at Dayton. He injured his knee in 1964, missing most of the season, but 
returned the following year to win two awards as Dayton’s outstanding de- 
fensive player. Mike won Catholic All-American honors and was captain of 
the Dayton eleven. 

PERSONAL: Michael Eugene Ciccolella was born on October 19, 1943, in 
Follansbee, West Va., and naturally, his boyhood hero was Giants linebacker 
Sam Huff, a fellow West Virginian. Mike received a B.S. degree in physical 


education and speech and hopes to become a teacher and couch. He is still 
single. 
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- GLEN CONDREN 
Defensive End 3rd Year 
U. of Oklahoma 25 250 6-2 Muldrow, Okla. 


PRO: The Giants selected Condren as a “future” pick on the 11th round of 
the college player draft in 1964. He joined the club in 1965 but was ham- 
pered by post-surgical problems with his knee and was sent home to recover. 
He re-joined the team late that year and saw action in several games. In 
1966, his first full year as a pro, Glen played both defensive end and tackle 
and showed promise of developing into a top lineman. He is exceptionally 
quick for a man of his proportions and has great reaction. 

SCHOOL: Glen was a regular right tackle for the Sooners, playing both 
ways, and earned all-conference honors as a senior. Regarded as one of the 
top offensive blockers in Oklahoma history, he won four football letters and 
finished his career by starring in the 1964 Gator Bowl game. 

PERSONAL: Condren was born on June 10, 1942, at Fort Smith, Ark., but 
shortly thereafter his family moved to Muldrow, Okla., where his father, 
Leonard, is a railroad employee. Glen graduated from Muldrow High School 
in 1960 after winning letters in three sports and earning all-state honors as 
an end in football. He majored in education at Oklahoraa and was a member 
of the Air Force ROTC unit at Norman, Glen is married. 


BOB CRESPINO 

Offensive End 7th Year 
U. of Mississippi 29 225 6-4 Greenville, Miss. 
PRO: Crespino was the No. 1 draft choice of the Cleveland Browns in 1961 
after a great career at Ole Miss. He was used sparingly as a receiver by the 
Browns, however, and caught just six passes for 97 yards in three NFL 
seasons. Bobby came to the Giants prior to the 1964 season in the trade that 
sent Dick Modzelewski to Cleveland. In three years with New York, 
Crespino, playing tight end, has caught 35 for 389 yards and seven TDs. 
SCHOOL: Bobby was an All-American halfback at Ole Miss (a teammate of 
Glynn Griffing) and set a Senior Bowl record with nine catches in 1960. He 
was injured in the 1961 College All-Star game and never did get untracked 
as a rookie with the Browns. He ran the 220 at Ole Miss and also lettered in 
baseball. At Greenville, Miss., High, he was the state champion at 100, 220 
and 440 yards. 

PERSONAL: Crespino was born on January 11, 1938, in Duncan, Miss., but 
his family moved to Greenville when he was still a youngster. He is married 
to the former Barbara Hardin of Macon, Miss. 
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DON DAVIS 


Defensive Tackle 2nd Year 
a L.A. State College 22 285 6-6 Santa Ana, Calif. 
PRO: The Giants' No. 2 draft selection for 1966, big Don Davis had his share 
of ups and downs as a pro rookie. First, he came to camp weighing 320 
pounds, and had to shed almost 35 pounds before the pre-season schedule 
opened — which he did. Next, he was put at offensive tackle and worked 
there for almost a third of the year before the coaches decided he would be 
better off at defensive tackle. But the transition took some time and Don 
was still struggling to find himself when his rookie year ended. Despite his 
difficulties, however, most observers believe the big fellow has the makings 
of a top pro defensive tackle — once he gets acclimated. 
SCHOOL: Davis is the only player in history to win offensive and defensive 
first-team designation on the all-California Collegiate AA eleven. He also 
was a two-time defensive choice on the Associated Press All-West Coast 
team. Prior to entering L.A. State, Don starred for two years at Santa Ana 
(Calif.) Junior College, where he twice earned Junior College All-American 
laurels and won two MVP awards in the Junior Rose Bowl. His coach at L.A. 
State was Homer Beatty, who said of him, “He’s as good an all-around 
tackle as there is in college football today.” Beatty was ex-Giant Frank 
Gifford’s high school coach. 
PERSONAL: Davis was born in Santa Ana, Calif., where he was an all- 
state high school lineman. Don, who was married last year, majored in 
business administration at L.A. State and was a good student. 


ROOSEVELT DAVIS 

Defensive End 3rd Year 
Tenn. A&I 25 260 6-5 Detroit, Mich. 
PRO: Davis was the No. 8 draft pick of the Baltimore Colts for 1965 and 
was among the final players cut in training camp. The Giants, who were 
having injury problems on the defensive line at the time, acquired the big 
end on waivers. Davis was a starter in several games as a rookie and made 
fine progress. Rosey was just coming into his own as the Giants’ regular 
right defensive end in 1966 when he suffered a knee injury that required 
surgery, thus sidelining him for the better part of the season. He worked 
hard on the knee in the off-season and the club hopes he can regain his pro- 
mising form in 1967. 

SCHOOL: Tennessee A & I coach John Merritt said of Davis, “He’s 
amazingly quick for his size and very strong, and there’s no doubt in my 
mind that he'll make the grade in the NFL.” A knee injury hampered Rosey 
for a time in college but still he turned in an outstanding job on the de- 
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fensive line. He also played offensive tackle for a time. He won four letters 
in football. 


PERSONAL: Rosey was born on November 29, 1941, in Jackson, Miss., into 
a family that included six sisters and no brothers. He attended Jim Hill 
High School before moving on to Tennessee A & I, where he majored in 
physical education. Davis is married to the former Greta McKession, and 
they have a 2-year-old son. He spent the off-season making up some credits 
in college. He hopes to become a high school football coach in the future.

Offensive Tackle 8th Year 
Syracuse U. 29 240 6-2 Chardon, O. 
PRO: After a brilliant career at Syracuse, Davis was drafted on the first 
round by the Chicago Bears in 1960. A knee injury retarded his progress as 
a rookie but he played in all 14 games his second year and started 13 of 14 
in 1963. The Bears traded Roger to Los Angeles as part of the Jon Armett 
deal and he became a regular guard for the Rams in 1964. The Giants ac- 
quired Davis on waivers when the Rams released him during the 1965 sea- 
son. He spent most of the year on the “taxi” squad but was activated 
briefly at the end of the campaign. In 1966, when injuries almost decimated 
the Giants offensive line, Roger was moved to tackle where, in the opinion 
of line coach Ed Kolman, he did a “fine job.” 

SCHOOL: A three-year letterman, Davis captained the fine Syracuse team 
of 1959 and earned All-American recognition from the AP, UPI and Look 
Magazine. Additionally, he won the Knute Rockne Award as Lineman of the 
Year in 1959. He played in the College All Star game that year. 
PERSONAL: Davis was born on June 23, 1938, in Cleveland, O., and grad- 
uated from Solon (Ohio) High School, where he lettered in football, basket- 
ball and baseball. He and his wife Genda have two children, Lee Ann, 5, and 
Roger III, 4. Roger’s hobby is racing field trial dogs. 


DARRELL DESS 


Guard 10th Year 
. N. Carolina State 32 245 6-0 New Castle, Pa. 
PRO: Dess is a fellow who has been around in the NFL, Originally drafted 
No. 11 by the Washington Redskins, he was traded to the Pittsburgh 
Steelers prior to the 1958 season. He then moved on to the Giants in 1959 in 
a trade for fullback C. R. Roberts. After six fine years with the Maramen, 
Darrell was shipped to Detroit as part of the trade that brought quarterback 
Earl Morrall to New York at the start of the 1965 campaign, The same year, 
the Lions traded Dess to Washington, the club that had originally drafted 
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him, Then, in 1966, the Giants re-acquired Darrell from the 'Skins in a trade 
for Jim Carroll and Steve Thurlow. The veteran guard underwent minor 
knee surgery last Spring but is expected to be as good as ever in 1967. In 
1963, Dess made several All Pro teams and was named to the Pro Bowl 
squad. 

SCHOOL: Dess won three varsity football letters as a hard-hitting lineman 
at N. Carolina State, and was an all-Atlantic Coast Conference selection as 
a senior in 1957. He played three positions — center, guard and tackle. At 
N.C. State, Darrell also did some wrestling in the heavyweight division. 
PERSONAL: Darrell Dess was born on July 11, 1935, in. New Castle, Pa., 
where he still lives. A substitute teacher in the off-season, he is married to 
the former Carol Karner and they have one child. He is of German descent. 


TUCKER FREDERICKSON 


Fullback 2nd Year 
Auburn University 24 230 6-2 Hollywood, Fla. 
PRO: A unanimous selection on just about every All-American team in 1964, 
Frederickson was the No. | choice of the Giants — and the first player 
selected in the NFL draft for the 1965 season. As a rookie, Tucker more than 
lived up to his advance notices. He led the Giants in ball-carrying with 659 
yards on 195 tries for a 3.8 overage, caught 24 passes for 177 yards, tied for 
the club scoring lead with 36 points, and was a tower of strength as a pass 
blocker, But tragedy struck before Tucker could show his stuff as a second- 
year man. He suffered torn knee ligaments in a pre-season game against the 
Packers in September, underwent major surgery and spent the rest of the 
1966 season on the sidelines. Now, hopeful that the knee will stand the 
punishment a running back must expect, Tucker returns for his third year 
as a Giant but only his second year as an NFL performer. 

SCHOOL: “The greatest college football player in America!” That’s what 
they called Frederickson in 1964. The 6-2 230-pound athlete was named to 
the AP, Look Magazine, Football Writers’ Association, Sporting News. 
Helms Foundation and NEA All-American teams, He was also selected as 
Player of the Year in the South by UPI, and as Player of the Year in the 
Southeastern Conference. His coach Shug Jordan called him “ ... the most 
complete football player I ever coached.” At Auburn, Tucker did just about 
everything. He led the Tigers in rushing with 580 yards on 129 carries, in 
receiving with 14 for 101 yards, in scoring with six touchdowns, in kickoff 
returns with seven for 179 yards, and was tops in most defensive categories 
as well. He twice won the Jacobs Trophy, awarded annually to the best 
blocker in the Southeastern Conference. The Atlanta Touchdown Club and 
the Birmingham Quarterback Club named him Player of the Year for 1964 
and he was selected as the outstanding athlete in the state of Florida. After 
the close of Auburn’s season, Tucker starred in both the North-South Shrine 
game and the Senior Bowl. All told, Frederickson won four letters at 
Auburn, three in football and one for shot putting on the track squad. 
PERSONAL: Ivan Charles Frederickson (Tucker is only a nickname) was 
born on January 12, 1943, in Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., the only boy in a family 
that includes three girls. Shortly thereafter the Frederickson clan moved 
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down the road to Hollywood, Fla., where Tucker’s dad, Ivan Sr., a Canadian 
by birth, opened a veterinarian shop. Tucker starred at South Broward H.S. 
and chose Auburn over other colleges because it offered a good pre-veter- 
inarian course. He received a degree in biological science and made Who’s 


Who in American Colleges as an honor student. A bachelor, Frederickson is 
of Scandinavian descent. 


CHARLIE HARPER 


Guard 2nd Year 
: “= Oklahoma State 22 245 6-1 Broken Arrow, Okla. 
PRO: Selected on the eighth round of the draft for 1966, Harper is one of 
several Giant rookies who made good that season. Charlie was a standout 
defensive player at Oklahoma State but the Giants moved him to the of- 
fensive line where he wound up as the regular right guard by the end of the 
eampaign. He is a big, strong boy with fine reflexes and lots of stamina. 
SCHOOL: A unanimous Big Eight selection and an honorable mention All- 
American, Harper led Oklahoma State in defensive statistics in 1964 and 
1965 — and by a wide margin. In three seasons, he was credited with 75 un- 
assisted and 175 assisted tackles and four fumble recoveries. After his final 
season, he turned in top performances on defense in both the East-West and 
Shrine games. Charlie won three football letters but did not play in any 
other sports, 

PERSONAL: Charles Lynnwood Harper was born on August 14, 1944, in 
Haskell, Okla., an only child. The Harper family later moved to Broken Ar- 
row, Okla., where Charlie became an all-round high school star. He is mar- 
ried to the former Linda Sue Lawhorn. Harper, who is of Dutch and English 
descent, prefers golf and hunting when he isn’t playing football. He’s hoping 
for a career in optometry. 


PHIL HARRIS 

Defensive Back 2nd Year 
* U. of Texas 22 #195 6-0 San Antonio, Tex. 
PRO: The versatile Harris was the Giants’ No. 7 draft choice for 1966 after 
playing both wingback and tailback on offense and cornerback on defense 
for Texas. As a rookie, Phil saw considerable duty at tight safety and also 
handled kickoff and punt returns. He returned 22 kickoffs for 480 yards and 
a 21.8 average, finishing behind Clarence Childs in that department. Not 
particularly fast, Harris nevertheless has fine reaction and keen defensive 
instinct. 

SCHOOL: Phil did it all at Texas for three seasons, leading the Longhorns 
in rushing in 1965 and earning the reputation of being Texas’ top pass re- 
eeiver and blocking back as well. Played in the Cotton Bowl in 1964, the 
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Orange Bowl in 1966. Had biggest day against Navy in that Cotton Bowl 
with two touchdown pass receptions and 140 yards gained through pass re- 
ceiving. 

PERSONAL: Harris was born on September 13, 1944, in Jackson Hole, 
Wyoming, but now lives in San Antonio. He is married to the former Kay- 
lene Foerster. Phil majored in accounting at Texas, earned a degree in 
business administration and was a member of Kappa Alpha. He is undecided 
as to what kind of career he will pursue after his football days are over. 


WENDELL HARRIS 
Defensive Back 6th Year

PRO: The No. 1 draft selection of the Baltimore Colts for the 1962 season, 
Harris came to the Giants prior to the 1966 campaign in a straight player 
trade for Andy Stynchula and became a regular in the secondary despite the 
recurrence of a back injury that slowed him up at the start. With Baltimore 
in 1964 Wendell was fifth in the NFL among punt return men with a 12.6 
average on 17 tries. 

SCHOOL: Harris was a genuine all-purpose back at Louisiana State from 
1959 through 1961. He excelled both offensively and defensively and did all 
the Tigers’ place-kicking. He was used both as a running back and as a 
flanker, 

PERSONAL: Harris was born in Baton Rouge, La., on October 2, 1940, and 
was a star athlete at Baton Rouge High School prior to earning an athletic 


scholarship to LSU, He and his wife Freddie have two children, Kimberly 
and Wendell III. 


ALLEN JACOBS 


Fullback 3rd Year 
U. of Utah 25 215 6-0 Salt Lake City, Utah 
PRO: Jacobs was drafted No. 10 as a ‘future’ by Green Bay for the 1965 
season, spent his rookie year as an understudy to Jim Taylor at Green Bay 
and was traded to the Giants just prior to the 1966 campaign. He finished as 
the ee No. 3 rusher with 273 yards on 77 carries for a 3.5 average and 
one . 

SCHOOL: Allen earned national repute as an all-purpose fullback at the U. 


of Utah in 1963-64. He was a consistent ground-gainer for the Vandals and 
also one of the best blocking backs in the school’s history. 


PERSONAL: Allen Winnitt Jacobs was born on May 19, 1941, in Los 
Angeles, Calif., was an outstanding gridder at Glendale Junior College in 
Glendale, Calif., and won a football scholarship to the U. of Utah. He is mar- 
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ried to the former Eva Ann Madsen and they have a daughter, Kelly 
Frances, who will be three in December. An education major, Allen works in 
the real estate field in the off season but eventually hopes to open his own 
string of day-care nurseries. He is of Italian-German descent. His hobbies 
include fishing, surfing and skiing. 


HOMER JONES 

Offensive End 4th Year 
Texas Southern 26 215 6-2 Pittsburgh, Tex. 
PRO: Jones was the No, 20 draft choice of the Giants for the 1963 season 
even though he already had signed with Houston of the rival AFL. However, 
Homer was bothered by a bad knee in the Oilers’ camp and they released 
him outright. He called the Giants and asked if they were still interested in 
him. The answer was “yes,”’ and so Homer took the next plane to New York. 
The Giants had his knee operated on and he spent the rest of that season 
(1963) and part of 1964 on the taxi squad. With the retirement of Frank Gif- 
ford in 1965, Jones took over the flanker position — and what a season he 
had! He caught 26 passes for 709 yards, a league-leading 27.3 average, and 
scored six TDs. In 1966, it was more of the same: 48 catches (high for the 
Giants) for 1,044 yards, eight TDs, a 21.8 average (again best in the NFL) 
and a record 98-yard scoring catch from Earl Morrall against Pittsburgh. 
Incidentally, Homer is the only Giant end in history with the exception of 
Del Shofner, to surpass 1,000 yards in a season. 

SCHOOL: Homer was a two-sport star at Texas Southern, winning three 
letters each in football and track. On the gridiron, he led Texas Southern in 
pass receiving for two years and was also a top running back. As a dash 
man in track, Jones ran the hundred in 9.3 and set a conference record with 
a 20.7 clocking in the 220 around a turn. He won a Gold Medal for the U.S. 
track team that defeated the Russians at Los Angeles in 1960. 
PERSONAL: Homer Carroll Jones was born on February 18, 1941 in 
Pittsburgh, Tex., which is still his home town. He majored in industrial edu- 
cation in college but still has time to go for his degree. He is married and 
has two children.

A : U. of Dayton 32 245 6-3 Philadelphia, Pa. 
PRO: Katcavage was the Giants’ No. 4 draft choice for the 1956 season, the 
same draft that produced Sam Huff and Don Chandler. He won a starting 
berth at defensive end later that season and played a starring role in the 47- 
7 world title conquest of the Chicago Bears. For many years, “Kat” labored 
in the shadow of Andy Robustelli, Rosey Grier, Huff and other celebrated 
Giant defensive stars but he eventually came into his own, winning AP and 
UPI All-Pro honors in 1961-62-63. Jim, who is the Giants’ defensive captain, 
also appeared in the 1963 and 1964 Pro Bowl games. With the club presently 
in the process of rebuilding with youngsters, Jim symbolizes the transition 
from the great past to the promising future. 

SCHOOL: A two-way end in his collegiate days, Jim captained the U. of 
Dayton eleven in 1954-55. Although he went both ways, “Kat” always pre- 
ferred defense — and that’s where he made his mark plus All-American 
status in 1955, He appeared in the East-West and College All-Star games. 
PERSONAL: Jim was born on October 28, 1934, in Wilkes-Barre, Pa. He is 
married to the former Catherine Gould and they have a two-year-old 
daughter. Jim’s brother, Bob, followed him as a line star at the U. of 
Dayton. “Kat,” who served six months as a Pfe. in the Army, is a concrete 
salesman in the off-season. He is of Lithuanian descent. 


TOM KENNEDY 

Quarterback 2nd Year 
L.A. State 27 #195 6-1 New York, N.Y, 
PRO: Kennedy is a fellow who followed a highly circuitous route before 
winding up with the Giants in 1966. Originally drafted by the Cleveland 
Browns, Tom signed with Los Angeles in 1964, was released, played with the 
Wheeling (W. Va.) Ironmen, went to the Pittsburgh Steelers taxi squad in 
1965, then to the Rhode Island Indians of the Continental Football League, 
from there to the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1966 and, finally to the Giants the 
same season. The Maramen bought Tom’s contract from the Dodgers when 
an injury to Earl Morrall left them with only Gary Wood at quarterback. 
Kennedy responded with several fine performances and finished the cam- 
paign with 55 completions in 100 attempts for 748 yards, seven touchdowns 
and a high completion mark of 55 per cent. 

SCHOOL: Tom started at Falendale (Calif.) Junior College in 1957 and then 
transferred to L.A. State College in 1959. At L.A. State he won six letters, 
four in football and two in baseball, made the UPI Little All-Coast squad in 
1961 and also received baseball All-America honorable mention the same 
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year. He holds most of the single season and career passing records at L.A. 
State and was captain of the team as a senior. Tom’s biggest day in college 
was against University of the Pacific in 1961 when he completed 19 of 24 
for 200 yards and two TDs. m 
PERSONAL: Thomas Patrick Kennedy was born on November 27, 1989, in 
Maywood, Calif., and spent most of his early years in Pasadena, Calif, A 
bachelor with a degree in physical education, he served with the U.S. Marine 
Corps as a Pfe. and hopes some day to enter the coaching field. Tom is of 
Irish descent although his mother was born in Denmark and his father in 
Canada, He has one brother, Royden, who also played college football. 


ERNIE KOY 

Halfback 3rd Year 
U. of Texas 24 230 6-3 Bellville, Tex. 
PRO: Ernie Koy is a young man who has experienced both the ups and 
downs of a pro football player in the brief space of two seasons, As the 
Giants’ No. 11 draft pick in 1965, Ernie was a member of the Baby Bulls 
backfield and he burst on the scene brilliantly at the end of the campaigr, 
finishing with a 5.0 yard rushing average. In 1966, however, Ernie had a 
hard time getting started and never did live up to his rookie form. He 
carried 66 times for 146 yards and a disappointing 2. 2 average. Koy also did 
most of the Giants’ punting. He was among the NFL leaders early in the 
year but fell off to a 39.4 average at the end. 

SCHOOL: Although hampered by injuries during his first two years at the 
U. of Texas, Koy catapaulted into national prominence in 1964 as the 
Longhorns rolled to a 9-1 record and then knocked off favored Alabama in 
the Orange Bowl. That score was 21-17 and Ernie sewed it up with a 
brilliant 79-yard touchdown run, an Orange Bowl record. He also scored a 
second TD against Alabama. Koy was a tower of strength for Texas all 
year, He carried 154 times for 574 yards, averaging four yards a try. He 
completed five of ‘11 option passes, caught nine aerials for 146 yards and 
averaged 389 yards on 51 punts. As a promising sophomore, Ernie was 
sidelined in 1962 with torn knee ligaments. As a junior, a shoulder 
separation put him out for eight games. But his performance as a senior 
made everyone, especially the pro scouts, forget all about the first two 
years. Koy won four letters at Texas, three in football and one in track. He 
played in the Cotton Bowl twice, in the Orange Bowl and in the Hula Bowl.

Although Ernie Sr, was known as the 
Chief, he says there isn’t a single drop of Indian blood in the Koy family, 
Young Ernie was the third draft choice of Houston but says he chose the 
Giants because “..,. the NFL plays the best football and besides, my daddy 
told me so much about New York City that 1 wanted to see it for myself.” 
Ernie majored in history at Texas and is working towards his Masters 
degree between seasons. He is single, and his favorite past-time is hunting 
mountain lions in the wilds of Mexico with former U. of Texas buddies. 23 


GREG LARSON 
Center 7th Year 
U. of Minnesota 28 250 6-3 Minneapolis, Minn. 


PRO: Larson was the Giants’ No. 6 draft choice for 1961, Originally, the 
plan was to use him at center, but Greg was moved to tackle as a rookie and 
won the starting job despite the fact that he hadn’t played the position since 
his high school days. The following year (1962) he made another move, this 
time to guard, and again the husky blond youngster responded with a superb 
performance as the Giants won their second straight eastern title. When Ray 
Wietecha retired in 1963, Larson finally made it to his chosen position — 
center — and was a tower of strength in the middle of the line as the Giants 
made it three divisional championships in a row. In 1964, however, bad luck 
struck; Larson suffered severely-torn knee ligaments and underwent 
surgery. The operation threatened to end his career but, by dogged de- 
termination, he worked his way into condition and by mid-season of 1965 
was back at center. In 1966, Greg was fully recovered from the knee trouble 
and did an outstanding job during a dismal season for the club. For his per- 
formance, he was given the Touchdown Club of New York’s annual 
“Comeback Award.” 

SCHOOL: Greg was the regular center and linebacker for Minnesota’s 1961 
Rose Bowl team. He was an AP and UPI All-Conference selection, all-Big 
Ten and also earned a spot on the Catholic All-American squad that year. In 
addition to the Rose Bowl, he played in the Senior Bow! and the College All- 
Star game. 

PERSONAL: Larson was born on November 15, 1939. He is married to the 
former Josephine Blegen and they have two children. Greg works in the 
investments field during the off-season and someday hopes to become a 
stock broker. He is of Swedish descent. 


CARL LOCKHART 

Defensive Back 3rd Year 
N. Texas State 24 #175 6-1 Roosevelt, L.I. 
nts’ made Lockhart their No. 13 draft selection for 1965 on the 
strong recommendation of Frank (Pop) Ivy, who had scouted him at N. 
Texas State. Carl, whose nickname is Spider, responded by winning a 
regular berth as a rookie that year and tying veteran Dick Lynch for the 
club leadership in interceptions with four. In 1966, he was first in inter- 
ceptions with six and now has a two-year total of 10 for 137 yards, Although 
Spider lacks great breakaway speed he has fine quickness and reaction. He’s 
also an aggressive, hard-hitting open field tackler, a must for defensive 
backs in the NFL. Additionally he fills in as a reserve punter when the need 
arises. 
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SCHOOL: Carl was a three-year letterman for N. Texas State, playing both 
defensive halfback and flanker despite the two-platoon system. 
His career totals show 60 carries for 237 yards rushing, 32 pass receptions 
for 384 yards and four TDs, 10 pass interceptions and 95 punts for a 39.5 
average. In 1963 and 1964 he led the tough Missouri Valley Conference in 
punting. Lockhart was a perennial MVC all-conference selection and also re- 
ceived honorable mention on several wire service All-America teams. An all- 
around athlete, he played basketball at N. Texas State and was a standout 
hurdler in track, 

PERSONAL: Carl was born on April 6, 1943, in Dallas, Tex., into a family 
of seven children. He is married to the former Erma Jean Havis and they 
now make their year-round home in Roosevelt, L. I. Lockhart majored in 
physical education at N. Texas State with a minor in biology.

PRO: Bill Matan, the Giants’ eighth-round draft pick in 1966, is a young 
fellow who knows what to do when opportunity knocks. After a good 
showing in training camp, Matan was placed on the Giants’ taxi squad and 
was then assigned to the Scranton Miners, a farm club in the Atlantic Coast 
League. Bill was a standout at Scranton and earned another shot with the 
Giants late in the season, Given this opportunity, he turned in a strong 
effort at defensive end and convinced the New York coaches that he rates a 
longer look in 1967. 

SCHOOL: Bill’s college coach Doug Weaver rates Matan “the hardest 
working, most dedicated player I’ve ever coached” and Missouri’s Dan 
Devine called Bill “the best defensive end we've seen.” Matan was twice an 
All-Big Eight selection and logged more playing time than any other Kansas 
State gridder for three years. Had a big day against Colorado with two 
fumble recoveries, an intercepted pass and 10 tackles, Also played two years 
of varsity baseball at K-State and was once the Junior American Legion 
Player of the Year. 

PERSONAL: Matan was born on July 22, 1944, in St. Louis, Mo., where he 
still makes his home. Of Polish descent, Bill is single, lists music and 
reading as his favorite hobbies and, with a physical education major, plans 
on a coaching career when his football days are finished. 
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HARTWELL MENEFEE 


Flanker 2nd Year 
New Mexico State 25 200 6-2 Lawton, Okla. 
PRO: Menefee was signed as a free agent in 1966 on the advice of New 
Mexico State coach Warren Woodson, who told the Giants he thought the 
boy had great pro potential. Hartwell spent most of the 1966 campaign with 
the Giants’ Scranton, Pa., farm eleven but was activated late in the season 
and played in two regular NFL games. 

SCHOOL: After two years at Cameron Junior College in Lawton, Okla., 
Menefee moved on to New Mexico State, where he played wingback and 
safety and set pass-catching records for yardage, number of receptions and 
most passes caught in a single game. He won four varsity letters, starred in 
baseball and basketball and was nominated for the all-Southwest eleven. 
PERSONAL: Hartwell Menefee, who prefers the nickname “Pep,” was born 
in Fort Worth, Tex., on January 1, 1943, but grew up around Lawton, Okla. 
He received a major league baseball offer as a senior at Lawton H.S. but 
turned it down in favor of college football. Pep is married to the former 
Peggie Sue Henson and they are the parents of two boys. He is presently 


working toward his college degree in physical education and hopes to become 
a high school teacher and coach. 


CHUCK MERCEIN 


Fullback 3rd Year 
Yale U. 24 230 6-2 Scarsdale, N.Y. 
PRO: Mercein was the second choice of the Giants for the 1965 season 
although he was actually picked on the third round of the draft. The 
Maramen traded away their own second-round pick but got Chuck with a 
No. 3 choice obtained from the Pittsburgh Steelers in the trade for Phil 
King. As a rookie, Mercein saw only limited duty behind Tucker 
Frederickson at fullback but impressed coach Allie Sherman with his 
aggressive running style. In 1966, when Frederickson was sidelined with a 
knee injury, Mercein took over as No. 1 fullback. He finished with 327 yards 
on 94 carries but missed the last part of the season himself with an injury. 
For the first four weeks of the season, Chuck was among the top six NFL 
rushers. Now that Pete Gogolak is in the Army, Mercein probably will be 
called on to handle much of the Giants’ place-kicking. 

SCHOOL: Counting football and track (he was a shot-putter), Mercein won 
nine varsity letters during a brilliant athletic career at Yale. A big, 
aggressive runner, Chuck had a three-year rushing total of 1,210 yards on 
240 carries for a solid five-yard average. As a senior in 1964, he was 17th 
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nationally in rushing with 737 yards on 141 tries for a 5.2 average. 
Additionally, he did duty at linebacker on defense. Mercein’s contributions to 
Yale were not limited to carrying the ball. He also is a fine place kicker who 
once held the Ivy record of nine field goals and the Yale mark of 11. Against 
Cornell in 1964, he booted field goals of 48, 46 and 30 yards; the 48-yarder 
was the longest ever by an Ivy League kicker. Chuck’s two biggest days asa 
runner also occurred in 1964 when he gained 168 yards rushing against 
Brown and 164 yards against Connecticut. Mercein was All-East, All-Ivy 
League and received honorable mention on both the UPI and AP All- 
American teams. Im track, Chuck was consistently over 58 feet in the shot. 
He was the Heptagonal indoor champ. 

PERSONAL: Charles Schley Mercein was born on April 9, 1953, in 
Milwaukee, Wis., and attended New Trier High School in Winnetka, Ill. His 
father, Thomas Royce Mercein, is a well-known radio announcer in the New 
York area, and his younger brother Randy is a football player at Penn 
State. Chuck was a history major at Yale and received a B.A. degree, He 
hopes for a career in business investments or public relations, He is married 


to the former Marilyn Mason and they have a two-year-old son. He is of 
Italian-French descent. 


JIM MORAN 

Defensive Tackle 4th Year 
U. of Idaho 25 275 6-5 Spokane, Wash. 
PRO: Moran was the No. 10 draft choice of the Giants for the 1964 season, 
He came into pro ball with high recommendations but has been something of 
a hard luck guy ever since. As a rookie in 1964 he suffered a serious ankle 
injury in the College All-Star game, spent most of the year in a cast and 
saw only brief action at the tail-end of the campaign. In 1965, Big Jim im- 
pressed in pre-season games but was again laid low by an injury, this time 
torn knee ligaments which required surgery. He came back in 1966, was 
hampered a third time by injuries, was sent down to the Giants’ “farm” 
team at Scranton, Pa., to work himself into condition again, and then won a 
regular spot with the Giants at the end of the season. So, after three years, 
Moran is still trying to prove he belongs in the NFL. 
SCHOOL: At Idaho, Jim earned Lineman of the Week honors on several 
occasions. He played both ways at tackle but won most of his recognition as 
a big, strong, hard-rushing defensive player. Coach Dee Andros of Idaho 
once said, “Jim is the kind of defensive tackle who makes your linebackers 
look great.” 

PERSONAL: James Harry Moran was born on May 4, 1942, in Spokane, 
Washington, where he still makes his off-season home. He was graduated 
from Gonzaga Prep in 1960. He and his wife, the former Eleanor Hagen- 
barth, who were married before they left high school, are the parents of five 


children, including a set of twins. Jim majored in physical education at 


Idaho and finished work toward his degree at Gonzaga University. He hopes 
to teach and coach. 
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EARL MORRALL 
Quarterback 12th Year 
Michigan State 33 206 6-2 Dearborn, Mich. 


PRO: Morrall was San Francisco's top draft choice in 1956 and has since 
played for three other NFL clubs — Pittsburgh (1957), Detroit (1958-64) 
and New York (1965-66). He was acquired by the Giants in a trade with the 
Lions prior to the 1965 season, and the Maramen paid a high price — Erich 
Barnes and Darrell Dess. But Earl was easily worth the price that year. He 
guided a young Giant team to a 7-7 record and a tie for second place in the 
east, finishing as the fifth-ranked passer in the NFL with 155 of 302 for 
2,446 yards and 22 TDs. In 1966, however, Earl got off to a slow start, broke 
his wrist in mid-November and was out for the rest of the year. He 
completed 71 of 151 for 1,105 yards and seven TDs before being injured. The 
broken wrist was slow responding to treatment but in April of 1967 the 
doctors gave Morrall a clean bill of health and said he should be able to 
throw as well as ever. 

SCHOOL: An All-American quarterback (AP, NEA, Look and Colliers) at 
Michigan State, Warl starred in both the 1956 Rose Bowl game and the 1956 
College All Star game. He held the NCAA record of average yards per 
completion in college and was regarded as the Big Ten’s top quarterback. He 
also played three years of varsity baseball for the Spartans and held the 
dubious distinction of owning the Big Ten record of five errors in one game, 
a mark later broken by Harvey Kuenn. 

PERSONAL: Earl Edwin Morrall was born in Muskegon, Mich., on May 17, 
1934, and lived there through his days as a star athlete at Muskegon Senior 
High School. He comes from a family of three boys. Both his parents are 
native Michiganites. He is married to the former Jane Marlene Whitehead 
and they have three children — Matt, 10, Mardi 9, and Mindy, 5. Earl holds 
a degree in engineering from Michigan State and represents Gar Wood 
Industries in the off season. He also has experience as a radio and TV 
commentator with CBS. He is of English descent and says golf is his 
favorite past-time.

PRO: Morrison was the No. 3 draft selection for the 1959 season, and soon 
developed into one of the top rookie finds in Giant annals. Joe gained 747 
yards by rushing, receiving and running back kicks as a freshman in the 
NFL. Even at that early date he exhibited his versatility by playing 
halfback, fullback and flanker as a replacement for injured regulars. 
Morrison is not overly fast but he runs with power and a nifty change of 
pace, and there aren't many better when it comes to running pass patterns. 
He’s an artist at that phase of the game. Just by rushing and receiving 
alone, not to mention kickoff and punt returns, Joe has rolled up 4,517 yards 
and 38 touchdowns for the Giants during his eight brilliant NFL seasons. He 
has, at one time or another, played six different positions — halfback, 
fullback, flanker, tight end, split end and, yes, even safety on defense, In 
1966, when injuries depleted the Giants’ quarterback corps, coach Allie 
Sherman had Joe working out behind the center — just in case. 
SCHOOL: Joe was one of i i me greats. He set a school career 
scoring record of 128 points, and tied another individual mark at 21 
touchdowns in three varsity seasons. Morrison was a standout quarterback 
in soph and junior seasons but was switched to halfback in 1958, He led 
Missouri Valley Conference scorers in 1 with 56 points and caught 27 
passes for 308 yards. Joe gained 467 yards rushing for a 4.7 yard average 
and also starred on defense. 
PERSONAL: Morrison was born August 21, 1937. He is married to the 
former Barbara McDorman and they have three children. Joe works for a 
tee company in Ohio during the off-season. He is of Scotch-English 
descent.

PRO: The Giants’ No. | draft choice for 1966, Peay was on his way to 
having a fine rookie season at offensive tackle when a fractured bone in his 
foot sidelined him for the second half of the campaign. Even so, Francis had 
shown enough in the early stages to indicate that he has the makings of a 
genuine pro star. Several rival NFL coaches were high in their praise of the 
ex-Missouri great after facing the Giants. Like most rookies, Peay had 
trouble with his pass blocking but coach Allie Sherman fully expects him to 
master this phase of line play when he returns to regular duty in 1967. 
SCHOOL: Peay’s chief assets are size, agility and second effort, all of which 
helped Missouri to a great 1966 on and a Sugar Bowl bid where it scored 
a 20-18 win over Florida. Peay’s great power blocking produced most of the 
holes that enabled Missouri to roll up an average of 247 yards rushing per 
game during the season. Peay was a defensive tackle in his junior year at 
Missouri, but switched to offensive tackle in his senior year and became one 
of Missouri’s all-time greats at that position. Fran also starred in the Senior 
Bowl after his great performance in the Sugar Bowl, and was a unanimous 
All-American pick.

He was among the final players cut by the Browns 
in 1963, spent most of the season with the Cleveland Bulldogs of the United 
League, and then was re-called by the Browns later that year. He saw 
service mainly on the special teams. Stan was acquired by the Giants on 
waivers prior to the 1966- campaign, and was used as a reserve corner 
linebacker.

SCHOOL: At Purdue, Scezurek played both guard and linebacker but won 
recognition mainly as a defensive standout. He earned three letters in 
football and two in baseball. He captained the Boilermakers in 1961 and 
later played in the East-West Shrine game and the Hula Bowl. 
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PERSONAL: Stanley Rudolph Sczurek was born on March 7, 1939, in 
Cleveland, O., and has lived in that area ever since. He starred at 
Purdue, Stan is married to the former Doris Glogowski and they live in 
Broadview Heights, a Cleveland suburb He holds a degree in physical 
education and hopes to coach on the college level, Stan’s off-season is taken 
up by teaching and with real estate sales work. 
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DEL SHOFNER 

Offensive End 11th Year 
: Baylor U. 32 190 6-3 San Marino, Calif. 
PRO: Shofner was drafted on the first round by the Los Angeles Rams in 
1956, played four seasons with the Rams (one as a defensive back) and was 
then traded to the Giants for a No. 1 draft pick prior to the 1961 season. In 
five years as a Giant (three of them eastern title-winning years), Del has 
caught 282 p; for 4,172 yards and 84 touchdowns. Injuries cut down his 
production in 1964-65 but he is still one of the most respected deep receivers 
in the league. In his NFL career, Shofner has won All Pro designation five 
times and has played in five Pro Bowl games. 

SCHOOL; Del was one of the greatest athletes in U. of Baylor history. From 
1953-57, he won seven varsity letters, three in football, two in basketball and 
two in track. In 1956, he led Baylor in rushing, scoring, receiving, punting, 
pass interceptions, punt and kickoff returns. In addition, his 60 points and 
40. 1 punting average were tops in the Southwest Conference. A 9.8 sprinter, 
he ran anchor on the Baylor half-mile relay team that at one time held the 
world record of 40.2. He was a forward for three years in basketball, No. 1 
man on the golf squad and a pool player of considerable acclaim around 
Waco, Tex. 

PERSONAL: Delbert Martin Shofner was born on December 11, 1934, in 
Center, Tex., and was a great athlete at Center High before going on to 
Baylor. Del comes from a family of seven children, two boys and five girls, 
and he is of German-English descent. He majored in math at Baylor 
and was a B student, He is married to the former Carol Seley and they have 
a three-year-old daughter.

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PERSONAL: Francis Asbury Tarkenton, the son of a Methodist minister, 
was born on February 3, 1940, in Richmond, Va. He was named after the 
first Methodist missionary in this country, Francis Asbury. Fran is married 
to the former Elaine Merrell and they have one daughter, Angela, 2.

PRO: Thomas was the fourth-round draft pick of the San Francisco 49ers 
for the 1961 season and came into the NFL with the reputation of being one 
of the brightest young receiving stars in many years. The Giants got him 
prior to the start of the 1962 campaign in a straight player trade for 
halfback Bobby Gaiters. After two seasons of reserve duty, Aaron came into 
his own in 1964 as the club’s leading receiver and has been there ever since. 
His career record, including the one year with San Francisco, shows 154 
catches for 2,788 yards, 20 TDs and an 18.1 average per catch. Thomas has 
spent most of his time at tight end but in 1966 he also played flanker when 
injuries hit the Giants. 

SCHOOL: At Oregon State, coach Tommy Prothro called Thomas “the best 
end I’ve ever coached.” An injury sidelined Aaron most of his senior year, 
but he was highly regarded enough to be named the starting end on the 
West Shrine game squad, As a sophomore at Oregon State, he caught 11 
aerials for 180 yards and as a junior he hauled in 13 for 165 yards.

Giant coaches expect 
him to reach 240 pounds when he matures.

Not much is known of Tom since he played in the 
small College Conference of Illinois (CCI) loop but statistics indicate that 
the powerful 6-1, 220-pounder could surprise a lot of people by making the 
grade as an NFL running back. He is quick, determined and ‘hungry’ to 
succeed as a pro. The Giants signed Tom as a free agent, and it might just 
be one of the best moves they have made in rent years. 
SCHOOL: A two-way player at Carthage (fullback on offense, corner back 
on defense), Fugette was virtually a one-man show. His total of 1,143 yards 
on 165 carries for a sizzling 6.9 average ranked him third nationally among 
NAIA ball-carriers, and his 13 TDs for 78 points put him 13th among the 
scoring leaders. In CCI competition, he led everyone with 754 yards on 113 
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tries for a 6.6 average, and eight TDs for 48 points, Tom originally started 
his college grid career at the U. of Iowa, where he had earned a full 
scholarship, but a skull fracture put him on the shelf for two seasons and he 
dropped out of Iowa. He resumed his schooling at the U. of Wisconsin- 
Kenosha Extension Center, and then in 1965 transferred to Carthage, where 
he put in two full campaigns on the gridiron. 

PERSONAL: Thomas Fugette was born on September 11, 1942, in Kenosha, 
Wis., and played at the same high school (Kenosha Bradford) that produced 
Alan (The Horse) Ameche, ex-Colt. fullback great. His mother, divorced in 
1943, worked hard to put Tom through school and to care for his younger 
brother, who was paralyzed in a freak swimming accident.

SCHOOL: Hinton captained the Ole Miss eleyen in 1966, his senior season, 
won mention to the all-Southeastern Conference team and played in both the 
East-West and Senior Bowl games, In 1965 he was voted the Most Valuable 
Player in the Liberty Bowl game against Auburn. 
PERSONAL: Charles Richard Hinton was born on December 6, 1942, in 
Wilkinson, Miss., but has spent most of his life in Crosby, Miss., where he 
was a fine all-around athlete.

PRO: Surprisingly, Lynn Hughes was overlooked in the combined Nr'u-AFL 
draft, and the Giants were delighted to be able to acquire him as a free 
agent, The ex-U. of Georgia star has all the makings of a defensive 
backfield star — speed, instinct, aggressiveness and a history of making the 
big play. 

SCHOOL: Hughes started as a quarterback at Georgia, led the Bulldogs in 
total offense as a sophomore in 1964 (408 yards passing, 158 yards rushing), 
and was switched to defense in 1965, winning all-Southeastern Conference 
honors as a safetyman and leading the loop in interceptions with six. As a 
senior in 1966, Lynn was all-SEC again and also won a UPI All-America 
second team berth, His two interceptions of Steve Spurrier passes set up 
Georgia’s 17-10 win over Florida. “He always came up with the big play 
when we called on him,” says coach Vince Dooley. Lynn played in the 1964

Although 
not big by pro fullback standards, the 5-10 215-pounder is reputed to be a 
powerful runner with above-average speed and tremendous second effort. 
SCHOOL: Name the rushing record at Oregon State, and Pistol Pete Pifer 
owns it — nine in all: most yards, one season (1,095), most carries, one 
season (234), most career yardage (2,233), highest career average (4.7), 
most carries, one game (34), most TDs, one game (4), most points, one game 
(24), most points, season (72) and most TDs, season (12). The only back in 
Pacific Coast history to gain 1,000 yards or better in back-to-back seasons 
(1,095 in 1965 and 1,088 in 1966), Pifer was AP and UPI All-West Coast 
twice, West Coast back-of-the-year, conference MVP, Pop Warner Award 
winner, so on and so forth. He finished his brilliant career as the fourth best 
rusher of all time in the Pacific-8 Conference behind Mike Garrett, Johnny 
Olszewski and Hugh McElhenny ... pretty good company. 

PERSONAL: Peter Edward Pifer was born on December 10, 1944, in a place 
called Paw Paw, Mich., but played his high school football in Ridgecrest,

Quarterback Rookie

PRO: A free agent signee for the 1966 season, Post was retained on the 
Giants’ taxi squad for several weeks and was then assigned to the Scranton 
Miners of the Atlantic Coast League for further seasoning. He played both 
quarterback and defensive halfback at Scranton but sustained a shoulder 
injury, requiring surgery, midway through the season and did not play 
again, Giants want to take another look at Bob as a quarterback in 1967.

SCHOOL: Purzycki was one of the outstanding receivers in Delaware 
football history, setting records for most receptions in a single game (10), 
most catches in a season (42) and most career receptions (98). Always at his 
best under pressure, Mike once caught seven passes, all for first downs, 
against Villanova, His exploits made him an all-Middle Atlantic Conference 
selection; he also made several weekly all-East AP teams. 
PERSONAL: Michael Steven Purzycki was born on September 19, 1945, in 
Newark, N.J. His dad, Michael Sr., a fine athlete in the mid-1930s, steered 
Mike and his brother Joe into football at an early age.
